■ Xoir in a sense, even the simplest “pure and simple” trades union 
if “socialistici; to some degree. 

Kvery trade union seeks to improve the condition of the laW 
market, lud to seeurc better wagw for the workers. Every trade union 
works for the abolition of oyertiine and for better pay whenever over¬ 
time is necessary. Krery trade union battles for more humane working 
condKions. Every trade union combats the lowering of the conditions of 
workingmen. Every trade union strengthens the feeling of Mlidarity 
without which no great things can l>e accoinpliahed. .All of this is “so¬ 
cialistic.” 

But to accomplish all this, o Irnde un‘. »n must weld together all 
the availahlc fellow-workmen into the org..nixation. I'nicss this prin¬ 
ciple is followed, the union is hound to fail. Two trade unions of the 
tame craft which oppose each other are worse that none. For this 
reason, the organization of a “dual union” hiU. always been considered 
a crime against organized labor. 

Class-conscious and scientific Socialists all over the world under¬ 
stand this, snd that is why as a rule they have not been guilty of start¬ 
ing rival union organizations. 

And a.s to the propaganda of .Sycialism in a political way, that 
earniot i>c the aim of a trade union. The trade u.iion is simply an eco¬ 
nomic organization. It is the businvs.* of the Social-Democratic party 
to repment the workingmen in the political field. 

Xo matter how various and manifold are the tasks of thf trade- 
union its main purpose must be thcl>ettcrment of the wages and the 
working conditions of today. The political helpfulness of tlic trades 
union should, therefore, not be overestimated—especially not by a parly 
like ours, which must work for the future. 

Besides, the trades unions as such must recognize the existing wm- 

t ictitive system. They must of necessity stand upon the aame economic 
lasis as the capitalists. This ought not to lie forgotten. 

What brings the trades unionists—not the trades unions--tn the , 
Social-Deniwratic iwrty is the fact th.it the interests of capitalists anil 
laborers clash every time the question of wagra comes up. Wage acales 
adopteil by lioth sides are incapable of oierbridging the chasm between 
labor and capital. And every serious fight brings the interference of the 
v«lioe, the deputv sheriffs, the courts, the militaiy, etc. These are 
hound to remiud the wage workers that the economic rule of the capi- 
telist daaa culminates in ita politicxl rule. It also reminds the worker 
that the only adequate weapon in hia possession is tlie ballot.

The amount that the .street railwav 
company is said to have paid out in 
hoiHlle for the acJpriring of the .site 
on llivcr sirwt was IjtlO.ttOO. Xot 
only wa.s this dcducti^l from the 
actual .selling value of the proiierty 
which the .street railway eonipany 
hail to jmy. but the sale was hilly 
under that market value. 

This boodle money was not hand- 
eil out without regard for the law.
